Where lloppy disk users can employ 
separate disks for each application 
owners ul hard disk systems can use 
partHlons and plenty ol folders. There 
are several ways of organising 
yartitions One system involves having 
separate partitions lor each major 
application area, say, UTfLITIES, TEXT 
PROCESSING, PROGRAMMING, 
DATABASES, COMMS, GRAPHICS 
MUSIC, TEMP and so on. Using this 
system all word processing, DTP, 
editors, fonts would be on Ihe same 
partition, whereas databases, 
spreadsheets, file lists from bulletin 
iKiards, PD library catalogues and 
STDCAT would be on another.
